ermnent, is withheld from the public for cogent 
reasons, We trust'that it will net be deemed dis: 
respectful in us to withhold a blind recognition 
of the existence of “* constant evidences of a de- 
sire on our part to maintain,” “in fact, “a suict 
and impartiai neutrality.” For although we free- 
ly admit that a reasonable confidence is due to 
the administrators of tae general government, 
"we cannot concede that it would accord with the 
duty of this branch of the legislature to commit 
itself on such an important point, without a full 
knowledge of every material circumstance con- 
nected with it. Such a step weuid in our opinion 
be an act of servile courtesy, unbecoming the re- 
" presentatives of a free and enlightened people. 

The disavowal on the part of Great Brita of 
the arrangement entertd into_by her minisicr 
with the United States, is, to us a matter of deep 
concern, masmuch as we participated in the 
lively satistk¢tion which the nation derived from 
the prospect of a speedy restoration of good 
understanding. and. harmony betecn the two 

ountries. But when the accredited represen- 
tative of the Britt nation das cleclared solemn- 
ly that it was disavowed  beexuse concluded in 
violation of express instructions to her agent, it 
would be ras in us without clearer evidence 
than we possess of the insincerity of that decla- 
ration to impute the disavowal to bad faith. 

As vour excellency may expect that in answer. 
ing your speech wé should express an opinion 
ou the late rupture of the negotiation’ with the 
British minister, it would be highly gratifying 
to us had you poimted out the impeachment by 
that genticman of the veracity of our adiminis- 
tration, for ini that case we should have uppro- 
bated cerdialiy the course of treatment which be 
hasreceived. We have sought in vain for proof 
of the fact, and therefore we are at a loss to 
conceive how a meastre calculated to close the 


+ door of 2ecommodation and to precipitate the 


nation into a calamitous war, Can merit the ap. 
probation of any American who feels anxious to 
maintain the honor and preserve the pcace-and 
happiness of b's country.
